ject to Arrest 


The hunting season starts on T h u rs ­ 
day, Sept. 16. 
That 
marks tho date 
when 
wild 
ducks, wild gee4**. coots, rails, galli­ 
nules. Wilson or jack snipe and great­ 
er and lesser yellow-legs may he ta k ­ 
en anil possessed, according to section 
59 of the Minnesota game and fish 
laws. 
The man who figured on Sept. 15 as 
opening the season was a “sooner.” 
The partridge season opens October ! 
15, and chickens are not allowed to 
he shot until 1923. No wood duck shall 
he taken or had in possession prior 
to Sept. 16, 1923. 
Migratory game birds may be taken 
each day only during the hours per­ 
mitted by federal law. 
d u n s carried in automobiles must I*- 
unloaded and carried in cases. 
All 
hunters must c a r n 
their 
licenses 
with them. 
Leaving them home will 
not save such a hunter from arrest it 
found hunting without a license. 
A person may take during the open 
season, not to exceed 15 w ild ducks 
coots, rails or gallinules. Wilson or 
jack snipe, and greater or lesser yel- 
low-legs, in the aggregate of all kinds 
and not to exceed 5 wild geese in 
any one day. 
No person shall have in possession 
at any one time more than 45 wild 
ducks, coots rails or gallinule*, Wil­ 
son or jack snipe, and greater and 
lesser yellow-legs, in the aggregate 
of all kinds, of which not more than 
5 shall be wild geese. 
Water fowl may not he taken from 
power or sail boats or upon the open 
water,
